governor of making "false state- 
ments." 


Attention of investigating sen- 


ators was drawn today to com- 
modity trading by Senator Elmer 
Thomas (D-Okla) who was re- 
ported to have offered his books 
to them. An official of the com- 
mittee said that Senator Ferguson 
(R-Mich), chairman of the sub- 
committee conducting the inquiry, 
accepted Thomas' offer. 


Stassen Dictates Attack

on Pauley in a statement through 
his Washington office,

by telephone from Sheridan, Wyo. 


Pauley said the profits he an- 


nounced were made during the 
last three years. 


He told Stassen he would "ex- 


pose" him if the former Minne- 
sota governor returns to testify 
before a

subcommittee looking into Stas- 
sen's accusations 
that

ment "insiders" profited in com- 
modity dealing. 


Stassen told the committee last 


week that Pauley had made al- 
most $1,000,000 in the markeis 
and contended the former Demo- 
cratic national treasurer had not 
told the group of all his opera- 
tions.

central states again today, threat- 
ening to bring zero temperatures 
as far south as northern Iowa and 
northern Nebraska by tomorrow 
morning. 


H.S. Kenny, federal 
forecaster 
at Chicago, noting that this week 
and next are normally the coldest 
of the year in the north central 
region, said the frigid blast would 
move eastward across Wisconsin 
and northern 
Illinois tonight but 
that it will moderate considerably 
before reaching the Great Lakes. 


The mercury was expected to 
drop to around zero 
in

Iowa tonight and to 5 
below in 
northern Nebraska. 
In northern

Marshall Asks for 
Business Setup in 
European Aid Work 


Washington, Jan. 12 — (AP) — 


Secretary of State Marshall told 
house members today a "business, 
like" administration of the pro- 
posed European aid program is im- 
portant, and the way to get it is 
to put it under a single individual. 


Marshall 
testified before the 


house foreign affairs committee 
where considerable sentiment has 
developed tor an eight-member 
administrative board. Those back- 
ing this idea say it would mean a 
"business hku" administration.

Secretary Marshall want a single 
administrator who would be re- 
sponsible to the secretary of state 
on matters ot foreign policy. 


As he did when testifying bo- 


fore the senate foreign relations

to provide "genuine recovery." 


He said "the time for relief pro- 


gram is past." and added: 


"If we do not move out to meet 


the problem' in Europe today it 
will certainly come to us here in 
the United States under conditions 
for more untavoi.ible to us." 


The administration is

congress to authorize a four-year 
program of aid for Europe's, eco- 
nomic recovery and to vote $6 - 
800,000,000 for the first 15 months 
of the program. 
The amount of 


later spending would be up to the 
congresses of the future.

000,000 figure in half.

Immediate Months 


Urbana, 111.—Farm prices ar 


at record levels because of higi 
consumer demands for meat and 
other animal products in the coun 
try and of the poor 1947 crops o: 
wheat in western Europe and o: 
corn in the United States. 


This explanation of high price: 


was made by L. J. Norton, acting 
head, department of agricultura 
economics, University of Illinois 
as he posed the key question for 
1948: 
Will these 
basic 
causes 


continue to operate? 


In partial answer to the ques- 


tion, Norton stated that 
short 


supplies did not cause high prices 
for meat animals in this country 
Per person supplies have been 
larger than for many years. This 
large supply was caused by feet* 
ing up the large 1946 corn crop 
and by liquidation of cattle herds. 
Late in 1947 the short corn crop 
led to early marketings of 1947 
spring pigs. 


Nor did exports 
cause 
high 


meat prices, the economist as 
serted. In fact, very little meat 
is being exported. Our prices for 
meat are too high for other coun- 
tries to use scarce 
dollar 
ex- 


change to buy meat. 
High meat 


prices simply reflect the huge de- 
mand caused by the high current 
income of 62 million people em- 
ployed at high wages. 


"So continued high prices for 


meat animals depend on contin- 
uation of high domestic demands." 
Professor Norton believes. "Sup- 
plies will be shorter because of 
the poor 1947 crop—about one- 
fourth smaller than in 1947. But 
it takes more than short supplies 
to make current high prices for 
meat animals. It takes a very 
high level of demand. 


No Immediate Drop Seen 


"Will demand-consumer 
income 


slacken in 1948 The present in- 
dications are that it will not— 
at least in the early months of 
the year. Demands for all sorts 
of capital goods—the most fluctu- 
ating element in our production 
—are too strong. But periods of 
inflation with such high invest- 
ments in capital goods have nev- 
er lasted for long periods.

Washington, — (AP) — What 


chance has third party candidate 
Henry A. Wallace to upset the 
presidential election? 


Nobody really knows now, but 


the record shows that of the three 
most formidable third party can- 
didates in the past — all ex-presi- 
dents— only one polled enough 
votes to mlluence an election. 


Republican Theodore Roosevelt, 


Progressive party 
candidate in 


1912, 
divided the normally Re- 


publican vote with President Wil- 
liam K. Taft. That insured an 
election 
victory 
for 
Democrat 


Woodrow Wilson 
Roosevelt re- 


ceived 4,126,020 votes to 3,4SS,92^ 
for Taft and 6,286,214 for Wilson. 


Record Not Bright 


Democrat Martin Van Buren, 


president from 1S37 to 1M1, ran 
as the Free Soilers candidate in 
1848 but failed to get any elec- 
toral votes The Free Soil parly 
was composed of Democrats and 
Whigs who opposed the extension 
of slave territory. 


Whig 
Millard 
Fill more, 
who 


stepped up to the presidency from 
vice president when Zachery Tay- 
lor died in 1850, was the presi- 
dential nominee of the American, 
or Know Nothing, party in 1856. 
Fillmore got the electoral vote ot 
only one state. Maryland, in the 
race with victorious Democr-t 
James Buchanan and Republican 
John Fremont. 


The Know Nothings were a for- 


midable third party in the early 
1850s, electing several congress- 
men and governors. Their main ob- 
ject was "to secure the govern- 
ment for genuine native Ameri- 
cans" and to resist the alleged 
political power 
of aliens 
and 


Catholics. 


The name Know Nothing de- 


rived from the silence of party 
members concerning the organiza- 
tion. The party, originally a sec- 
ret association was organized as 
"The Supreme Oroder Of The Star 
Spangled Banner " 


Senator Robert M. LaFollette, 


ST., left the Republican party in 
1924 to run for the presidency as 
a Progressive. His platform advo- 
cated farm relief, public owner- 
ship of railways, direct nomina- 
tion and election of the president 
and a constitutional amendment 
providing that congress could re- 
enact a law and override a su- 
preme court ruling that it was un- 
constitutional.

Cost, 
Pifficulty 
in 


Knowing Validity 


A -iew system of motor vehicle 


registration in Wisconsin is sav- 
ing the tax payeis, officials claim, 
about $144,000 a year in the cost 
of plates, and has reduced con- 
siderably the salaiy overhead ot 
issuing liceruses. 


Prior to 1946, the 
Wisconsin 


method was the same as that in 
Illinois—all motorists applied tor 
licenses at the same time, and the 
state licensing office was swamp- 
ed with work once a year Sec- 
retary of State Barrett 
issues 


about 1,800,000 pairs of passenger 
car plates, and 475,000 for trucks 
and buses, each year in Illinois. 
About 900,000 pairs are issued in 
Wisconsin. 


Registration Staggered 


The Wisconsin method, adopt- 
d Jan. 1, 1946, permits the issu- 
ance of a small, metal inseit, at- 
tachable to the license plate, to 
ndicate 
the 
change 
of 
year. 


Motorists keep the original lic- 
>nce plate indefinitely. The second 
mportant feature of the system 
s that registrations are "stag- 
gered" by the month, about 75,000 
.icenses falling due for renewal 
each month 


The 1945 legislature authorized 


.he adoption of the system in 
Wisconsin, the only state to tiy it 
to date, although it is to go into 
operation in Missouri Jan. 1, 1941). 
Wisconsin's motor 
vehicle com- 


missioner, B L. Marcus, claims 
the "staggered" method of issu- 
ance, and the permanent plate 
with the small insert, saves money 
in metal and postage, reduces de- 
partmental operating costs, and 
permits standardization of book- 
keeping. 


Pontage Costs Cut 


Postage costs'have been reduced 


markedly, and, the regular statf 
of the state office Is able to keep 
up the even flow of applications 
month by month. Registrations are 
no«' processed by 210 employes. 
Under the old system, the depart- 
ment was forced to hire extra 
employes, placing 500 on the pay 
roll at the peak period 


The fibre license plates used 


in Illinois cost the state about 
201-; cents a pair, and the metal 
plates issued for trucks and buses 
about 17'i cents, but because ot 
the greater expense of mailing the 
heavier metal tags, the total cost 
is about the same as for fibre,

Wisconsin's plates, made at the
